Liberals Ready

VANCOUVER—Opposition leader Lester B. Pearson 
dropped a hint today that he may have another motion 
of non-confidence up his sleeve next week and stated that 


the Liberals are ready for an election at “any time.” 


At a Vancouver airport press 
conference, he said, “if the gov 
ernment goes back into supply 
Monday or Tuesday, there will 
be another want of confidence 
motion if the occasion warrants 

“There also could be a want 
of confidence motion put when 
they bring down the rest of 
their legislation.” 

Mr. Pearson said he was 
aware that there was much 
much criticism of his want of 
confidence amendment last 
Monday, because it obviously 
Was not designed to force an 
election. 

“I'm sure a lot of people 
would have been glad to see the 
excitement of the convention 
carried through to a motion de- 
feating the government.

“But that would have given 
the government exactly what 
they wanted, an escape from 
the unemployment and trade 
problems, and escape from 
bringing down further legisla 
tion, and an escape from the 
responsibility of bringing on an 
election.”

Britain, on the other hand, re 
ported sustaining the tempera 
tures for a longer period of 
time for periods of thou 
sandths of a second as com 
pared with millionths of a sec 
ond reported by the Americans 

The higher American tem 
peratures were achieved in 
particular experiments that be 
gan just last month, whereas 
the British scientists apparently 
achieved theirs several months 
before. Neither country, how 
ever, alluded to any significance 
in such differences in results or 
time when achieved 

Temperatures of at least 100. 
000,000 degrees—-sustained for 
perhaps several seconds 
would be required to obtain 
useful power from the hydro 
gen, or fusion, reaction. 

American officials, in today’s 
report, also said that an analy 
sis of the. British results indi 
cated that in the particular 
apparatus used by Britain, an 
“unknown process” must be in 
operation

Bill Survives Vote

OTTAWA—The government's farm price stabiliza- 


tion bill 


survived an Opposition vote against it in the 


Commons Thursday, but it continued to win praise only 
from Progressive Conservatives. 


The vote was on a CCF mo 
tion to refer the subject matter 
of the measure to the Com 
mons agriculture committee for 
study. This would have killed 
the bill for this session 

All but three Liber®ls sup 
ported the government in the 
vote of 130 to 39 rejectigg the 
motion. Liberals Walter Tucker 
Rosthern; Azellus Denis, Mont 
real St. Denis, and Jean Bou 
cher, Chateauguay-Huntingdon 
LaPrairie, supported the CCF 
and Social Credit parties, 

At the night sitting Fred Zap 
litny (CCF-Daughin) sought to 
introduce another motion which 
would kill the bill and which 
proposed new legislation to es- 
tablish a system of farm par 
ity prices, 

Speaker Roland Michener 
ruled the ‘motion out of order 
on the ground that a system of 
parity prices would involve ex 
penditure of money, and its in 
troduction was a prerogative of 
the government only, 

After the vote, Social Credit 
Leader Solon’ Low renewed his 
pany'’s opposition to the gov 


ernment proposal in its present 
form. 

He said his party will vote 
against the bill's principle on 
second reading unless ‘Agricul- 
ture Minister Douglas Hark- 
ness amends it to include the 
principle of parity—to ensure 
that farmers get a price in fair 
relation to production costs and 
prices of other commodities. 

He also demanded that sup 
ports be related to a base price 
in a fixed period 

The government bill would 
give Mr. Harkness authority to 
set 12-month support prices on 
any farm commodity, linked to 
average prices in the preceding 
10 years. A minimum floor of 
80 per cent of the 10-year av- 
erage provided for nine 
specified products: Cattle, hogs, 
sheep, butter, cheese and eggs, 
and non-prairie wheat, oats and 
barley. 

Mr. Tucker criticized the 
government excluding 
Prairie producers of wheat, oats 
and barley from coverage under 
the legislation.

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The Curtain Goes Up 


To SPEECH FROM THE 
Throne, which cannot give de- 
tailed Government plans for legis- 
lation at the new British Columbia 
session—and -would not if it could— 
at least provides hints of projects 
that carry wide interest. 

Of major concern will be forestry 
policy—a. subject on which debate 
cannot be restricted by the appoint- 
ment. of Mr. Gordon Sloan ‘as adviser 
to the government on this chief 
money-making resource of the 
province. 

Along with the broad questions 
of use, conservation and maintenance 
of the forests and the condition of 
industries on which British Columbia 
depends so heavily for prosperity, 
will also be discussion on features 
of administration. 

Within the limits prescribed by 
certain court action now proceeding, 
the legislature will doubtless delve 
into earlier conduct of forest affairs. 
It will, moreover, have occasion to 
debate the méthods by which the 
Government and certain ministers 
exercised, or failed to exercise, their 
authority in protecting the public 
interest in such matters. 

This is a point, of course, with 
which the Speéch from the Throne 
does not concern itself. 

The Speech does, however, an- 
nounce revision of the “Public 
Schools Act,” and at a time when 
the Government has already set up 
a Roval Commission to re-assess 
educational fields up to the uni- 
versity level.

is whether diet alone

To begin with all tooth structures re 
quire both vitamins and minerals to build 
up a hard resistant tooth enamel and a 
healthy gum structure. The essential 
minerals necessary are calcium and phos 
phorus from the foods eaten and trace 
elements fromthe water and food. These 
trace elements are chlorine, iodine and 
fluorine 

By analysis of tooth 
found contain a large per 
fluorine (about 95 per cent of the body 
intake). It has also been found that, by 
adding fluorine alone, not altering the 
food habits of the children, tooth decay 
can be reduced by 65-70 per cent in that 
group of Grade 1 children during a 
period of five years.

In 1955, after 10 years of fluorida- 
tion, the children of 68 years of age in 
1945 were again examined and found to 
have a‘20 per cent reduction in tooth 
decay as compared with a similar age 
group who were not using fluoridated 
water 
The addition of fluorine to the water 
cannot be considered as “Mass Medica- 
tion” since water lacking in this element 
or any other food stuffs lacking in neces- 
sary substances, must be replaced, either 
by adding to the foods taken or from a 
bottle 
In the case of the iodine lack in many 
parts of the North American continent, 
jodized salt has been in use for many 
years to replace the lack of the trace 
element in the drinking water. Similarly, 
everyone is only too familiar with en- 
riched flour where vitamins, iron and 
calcium have been added to replace de 
ficiencies in foods, Fluorine, an essen- 
tial trace element similar to iodine, 
should be replaced, due to the lack of 
the ion in foods

The Propaganda Contest 


WE are engaged, so we are telling our- 
selves, in a propaganda contest with 
Russians: We must prove to man 
kind that we rather than they are the 
champions of peace. Although the 
progress of this contest cannot be scored 
we know on 
an authority

self that at this stage 
in the game the Rus 
sians are leading. The 
best evidence of this is 
that mounting 
popular pressure in the 
Western world in favor 
of accepting their pre 
posal to hold another u 
meeting at the summit pomenn 
The idea of a meeting at the summit 
has become the rallying point of the 
opposition parties in Western Europe 
and there are important signs that the 
idea is making deep inroads among the 
parties which support the governments. 
In Germany, the of 
Mr. Kennan's lectures has been a clear 
sign of the strength of the opposition to 
Dr. Adenauer’s government. On the ques- 
tion of a parley at the summit, Mr. Mac- 
millan is on the political defensive at 
home, and even in the United States 
President Eisenhower and Mr. Dulles 
have felt that they must in some meas 
ure bend with the pressure

Yet there are the strongest reasons 
for thinking that no good and much 
harm would be done if under present 
conditions there. were a meeting at the 
summit Mr. Dulles has surely been 
right in wishing to avoid such a meet 
ing and no one has argued his case more 
cogently than Mr. Kennan himself 

The question we must ask ourselves 
is why this wrong-headed idea is win- 
ning such popular support in the West- 
ern world . 

It has been said that the democracies 
are easily deluded, and will grasp at any 
straw which seems to offer relief from 
the threat of war and the heavy bur- 
dens of the race of armaments. That 
may well be true. But it begs the un- 
derlying question which is why the de- 
mocracies are grasping at this straw. 

The answer to that question is, I 
believe, that the leaders of the democra- 
cies are not giving them anything else 
to grasp. Mr. Dulles, Dr. Adenauer, and 
Mr, Macmillan have given the impres- 
sion not only that they do not want to 
negotiate at the summit but that they 
do not want to negotiate at all. 

They have created this impression be- 
cause on the crucial issues of the cold 
war—in Germany, in the Middle East 
and in Eastern Asia—they have been 

ing inflexibly for terms which they 
all the world know are not nego 
' table. 


answer to the Russian 
is undoubtedly propa- 
a concrete effort to 
negotiate some specific issue through 
normal diplomatic channels. It might be 
the limitation of arms shipments to the 
Middle * East. It might be the thinning 
of the garrisons in Central Europe. 
It might be the Polish plan for a cen 
tral zone without nuclear weapons. 

It must be something definite and 
substantial. As long as the Western 
governments say no to a parley at the 
summit, say no to concrete and limited 
proposals, they are surrendering the dip- 
lomatic and the propagandist initiative 
to the Soviet Union. And they cannot 
hope to gain the initiative by elaborate 
proposals about disarmament, which no- 
body understands, or by suggesting that 
in the vast reaches of outer space we 
might in the end do by a metaphysical 
negotiation what we cannot do by dil- 
plomacy on earth

I have been talking about the propa- 
ganda contest in which we are engaged, 
and I do not mean to suggest that there 
is any near prospect that the Russians 
will negotiate a limited settlement. There 
is, on the contrary, good reason to think 
that both sides prefer the existing divi- 
sion of Germany and of Europe to any 
settlement that has thus far been pro- 
posed 

The Western governments are afraid 
that a reunited Germany, with the Brit- 
ish and American and Russian troops 
withdrawn, would hold the balance of 
power and use it to make Germany domi- 
nant in Europe. The Soviet government 
is afraid that if ever it withdrew from 
Eastern Germany, the whole satellite em- 
pire would blow up and be replaced not 
by neutralist governments but bY” im- 
placably anti-Russian governments. 

These reciprocal fears make for the 
maintenance of the status quo. They 
are the standing obstacles to any gen- 
eral settlement, be it at the summit or 
through normal diplomacy. 


Both Halves 


The chances are that this deadlock 
will not be resolved by the initiative of 
the great powers, but rather by political 
developments in both halves of Europe. 

In the Eastern half there is always 
some prospect of a revolt of the. Hun- 
garian type. In the Western half there 
is the likelihood that within a few years, 
-within the term of the present U.S. ad- 
ministration, there will be new govern- 
ments in Western rayon and that in 
these governments the existing opposi- 
tion parties will play a leading part. 

If and when that happens, it will be 
very important. that we should not have 
alienated them and thus find ourselves : 
on the outside looking in.

(What to do when the weather is mild in January 
edition.) 


The current spell of overly-mild mid-winter weather 
poses a difficult problem for the conscientious gardener. 
Especially the conscientious gardener who 

scientiously wishes to avoid gardening. 

At this time of the year, it is only reasonable to expect 
a blessed blanket of snow to cover the garden, hiding the

Namely, artificial cold. 

My recommendation for ahis time of the year is, ice 
packs applied to the appropriate areas of -budding buds,

This, I admit, may take a little time and trouble, not 
to mention a great many ice cubes 

But it’s a lot better than gardening, 
scientious gardener knows.
